SOFIA (AP)—Nikola Petkov, 
peasant leader and foe of the 
Communist Party, was hanged at 
12,15\a.m. today in Sefia’s central 
prison on charges of plotting 
against _ Bulgaria's Communist- 
controlled government. 

Petkov's appeal to the supreme 
court from the death penalty, 
imposed Aug. 16, was rejected 
Thursday. The 54-year-old leader 
of the opposition Agrarian Party 
denied the government's charge 
that he had plotted a coup d'etat 
by armed force:

The execution was carried out 
despite protests from both the 
United States and Britain, which 
had termed Petkov’s conviction a 
miscarriage of justice. 

The United States-sought a 
review of the Petkov case by the 
Allied Control] Commission in 
Bulgaria, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
Russia and Britain. Russia con 
tended, however, that such action 
would. constitute intervention ir 
Bulgaria’s interna! affairs 

The United States
